The movement from the jail had been 
accomplished with such judicious secrecy 
that only afew dozen people saw the train 
off, and none but the passengers of tne 
smoking-car were aware until the journey 
was half done that the fast express was go- 
ing southward on a mission of vengeance.

The real cause of 
their absence from school 1s undoubtedly in- 
fluenza, ana there are many parents who are 
keeping at home their children who are in 
pertect health because they dread the con- 
tagion that might be found in a schoolhouse 
where 800 or 1,000 children are crowded.

The interview was a brief one, and 
the visitors departed with a promise to 
call in the morning for a final leave-taking. 
But Coughlin, the ex-detective, did not share 
the confidence of his father and lawyers as 
to his beimg allowed another night in jail. 
He insisted on saying good-by, and on re- 
turning to his cell he repeated his advice to 
his companions to get themselves in readi- 
ness for a trip down the road. 

Meantime Judge McConnell, who had taken 
the matter of a stay of execution under ad- 
visement, had consulted with his brother 
Judges as to whether the court hada right 
to interpose between a convict and the peni- 
tentiary after sentence had been passed. The 
result of his inquiries was to confirm the po- 
sition taken by the State’s Attorney, and at 
5 o’cleck Judge McConnell sent word to 
Clerk Lee to make out a mittimus. Bailiff 
Hackett brought this document from tbe 
Criminal Court Building and the Judge 
signed it in his chambers at the County 
Building. It was given into the hands of 
the Sheriff shortly after 5 o’clock—too late to 
catch the first train to Joliet which left the 
Union Depot. 

Sheriff Matgon at once went over to Judge 
Longenecker’s office, and after consultation 
it was decided to take the convicts to Joliet 
by the 9 o’clock train. No intimatien of 
their impending removal was given to the 
prisoners, and the waiters who brought their 
meals as usual took the customary order for 
breakfast. 

At 8:30 o’clock a hack was admitted by the 
alley entrance into the jail yard. In it were 
Officers Hiott and Bell of the Chicago 
Avenue Station. At the moment of its 
entry into the yard Sheriff Matson 
passed through the iron cage leading to 
the prisoners’ cells, and stopping be- 
fore the cells occupied by the three 
convicts he briefly told them to get ready for 
atrip. Three minutes laver the men werein 
the clerk’s office, Coughlin with a silk hand- 
kerchief around his neck, O'Sullivan with 
his coat collar turned up, and Burke wearing 
the white coilar and cuffs with which he has 
grown familiar since his stay in jail.

i Mr. Clark’s Interesting Career and Pablic

John M. Clark was born in White Pigeon, 
Mich,, in 1836. Ten years later his motner, then 
n widow, removed to Chicago, bringing him and 


_ “his brother with her. Mr. Clark attended the 


city schools here and in 1852 entered the Rens- 
‘selaer Polytechnic School at Troy, N. Y., and 
Was educated as acivilengineer. For several 
years afterward he was empioyed as civil en- 
gineer by the lIilinois Oentrai and Du- 
Duque & Sioux City railresds. In 1859, 
Guring the Pe's Peak excitement, he 
went to Colorado. The next year 
his pians were adopted for the first water works 
established in Denver. In 1862 he went to Santa 
Fé, N. M.. expecting to do Government survey- 
ing, but the hostile Indians rendered such work 
impossible. He was in charge of the books of 
the Surveyor General's cffice when the town was 
captured by a band ot Texans tghting for the 
Confederacy. The archives of the Government 
stored there Mr. Clark saved by convering them 
to Fort Union. At this place he served as a vol- 
unteer aid on the staff of Gen. Slough. He 
t in the battle of Apache Cafion, or n’s 
Ranch, which decided that New Mexico should 
remain loyal. and drove the Texans back to 
their own State. It also shattered the 
Confederates’ last hope of success in the West. 
In of his gallantry on this occasion 
Mr. Clark was offered the position of Major in 
e 
ava u work in the ce of 

the Surveyor General prevented him from ac- 
cevting. In 1864 he was suddenly summoned to 
Chicago by the dangerous illness of his brother 
The latter died before he arrived. the 
journey being then a long one, as there was then 
no railroad across the piains. Bruce Clark had 
been in the leather business, and John M. suc- 
ceeded to his place in the firm of Gray.

JUSTICE ROTHROOK ANNOUNCED AS A 
lnb FOR SENATOR. 
‘ ” 

An Eleventh-Hour Movement Which Is Not 
Believed to Amount to Much—No Break 
in the House Deadlock—Brice Chosen 
Senator by the Ohle Legisiature—The 
West Virginia Gabernatorial Contest— 
Other Politics! Matters. 

Des Mons, Ia., Jah. “14.—[Special.]—The 
candidacy of Justice Rothrock of the Su- 
preme Court of Iowa as against Senator Alli- 
son is announced tonight. Juage Rothrock 
is one of the most popular men in the State 
and has spent a number of years on the Su- 
preme bench. His Senatorial aspirations 
are, itis said, due to the advances of the 
political and personal friends of Gov. Larra- 
bee. The Governor is not given to expres- 
sions of enthusiasm at the suggestion of the 
name of Mr. Allison, and Judge Rothrock will 
get the support of all of the votes Gov. Lar- 
rabee can control. The versatile Senator 
Finn of Bedford ana that embodiment of 
solemnity itself, Senator Meservey of Cnero- 
kee, way be accredited to the opposition to 
Senator Allison. Judge Rothrock’s candi- 
dacy comes late in the day—too late, in fact, 
to be of any benefit for tomorrow night’s 
caucus. Itis understood here the formal 
call for a Republican Senatorial caucus to be 
held tomorrow night will be issued before 
morning. Senator Allison is certain to re- 
ceive the party nomination no matter when 
the caucus is held. Possibly the news of 


Judge Rothrock’s candidacy may bave pre- 


cipitated the calling of the caucus. 

Some of Senator Allisoa’s friends are quite 
nervous respecting the situation, and that 
without sufficient cause. Senator Allison is 
satisfied with the outlook, and has no doubt 
as to the result. His campaign was until re- 
centiy in charge of the Executive Committee 
of the State Central organization, and was 
woll in hand. At the most inopportune time 
Jake Rich appeared in Des Moines and made 
himself conspicuous around the Savery 
House working for Mr. Allison. Mr. Rich 
belongs to the old school of politicians, and 
has heid more public offices, and held them 
longer, than any other man in Iowa, Dr, 
Charles Beardsley not excepted.

Possibly it would have been 
just as well had Mr. Rich remained peace- 
fully at his home instead of coming here to 
assist in the management of the Allison cam- 
paign. Probably Mr. Rich hasn’t cost Sena- 
tor Allison a single vote, but he certainly has 
not gotten one for him. 

The caucus will, when beld, nominate Sen- 
ator Allison, and his election will probably 
follow in due time, although several gentie- 
men would, if they couid, be giad to make 
serious trouble for him. Before many days 
roll around the House will effect a perma- 
nent organization. The Democrats will, 
it is intimated, get the Speaker- 
ship for their candidate, Holbrook 
of Marengo. Such is the current 
of opinion tonight. The Republicans did 
not pay much attenwon to details in the work

BRICE GOES THROUGH, OF COURSE. 


He Receives a Majority for United States 
Senator in the Ohio Legislatur. 

Cotumsvus, O., Jan. 14.—[Special.|—The 
Brice deal went through with a hurrah, and 
the Wall street speculator will represent 
Republican Ohio in the United States Senate 
for six years from March 4, 1891. The 
kickers did not hold the fort. To ve sure, 
Representative Smith refused to vote for the 
caucus nominee, but Representatives Counts 
and Munson were whipped into line, and 
therefore Brice had enough votes ana to 
spare. A feature of the balloting was the 
action of Senator Schneider of Cincinnati, 
volting ex-Gov.

The act was greeted with Lisses that became 
so pronounced that Lieut.-Gov. Lamson was 
compelled to cali on the Sergeants-at-Arms 
to preserve order.

LAST APPEARANOR IN COURT. 
The Prisoners Make Short Speeches in 
Their Own Behalf. 


The last words of the great Cronin trial 


have been 450 Lawyers, Judge, and 
prisoners havé each had their say, and the 


formal record and the penitentiary are ail 
that remains of the once all-absorbing sub- 
ject of public interest. 

For the prisoners Judge Wing and At 
torney Donahoe had said all that it was pos- 
sible to say without attempting to insuit the 
intelligence of the oourt with a display of 
sophistical eloquence such as that which was 
paraded for the benefit of the jury. The 
only weak point in the case for the State— 
the composition of the jury—was seized 
upon by the defense, and its witnesses 
shown up in most glaring colors. But it was 
of no avail. Jadge McConnell rose to the 
dignity of the occasion, and, acquiring 
strength from his leniency towards the de- 
tense during the earlier stages of the trial. 
his action in ut sige “eee appeal for a new 
trial for Coughlin, Burke, and O'Sullivan, 
while granting itin the case of Kunze, was 
the impersonation of stern justice blended 
with mercy. 

THE PRISONEKS HAVE THEIR SAY. 

And then, tor the first time during the 
trial, the voices of the prisoners were heard 
in their own debhalf. Does the defendant 
Daniel Coughhu desire to say anything or 
give any reason why séntence should not be 
pronounced on him?’ asked the court. 

A silence that was deathlike in its intensi- 
ty toliowed this question of the court, and 
every eye was fixed on the prisoner Coughiin 
as he rose to his feet and grasping the back 
of his lawyer’s chair said: 

‘‘ Your Honor, Iam innocent. I have been 
convicted by perjury.”’ 

Before the full meaning of the brief speech 
had been grasped the Judge had addressed 
the prisoner O’Sullivan, and had asked if he 
wished to say anything. Advancing to a 
vacant place between Messrs. Forrest and 
Wing, the convict O'Sullivan steadied him- 
self by leaning on the table, and began to 
address the court. 

“If your Honor please,“ he said, “I have 
not gotmuch to say. put what I have to say 
is this. I have te protest my innocence be- 
fore God and man, and I think the day is not 
far distant when |] shall be acquitted of this 
crime. I was convicted by pgejudice, by per- 
jury, by newspaper report, and by popular 
clamor. I want it Understood that I am not 
pleading for mercy, neither do I plead for 
sympathy. I am pleading for justice, and 
justice 1 have not had. If lama guilty man, 
the State bas not had justice, and if I am la- 
nocent, I have not had had justice., That is 
all I have to say.“ 

Before the audience had time to comment 
on the extraordinary speech by O'Sullivan, 
which appeared in greater contrast, by rea- 
son of its superiority of logical argument, 
over anything that had been said for him by 
bis counsel, Martin Burke nad risen to his 
feet und was addressing the court. 

“I am innocent, your Honor,” pleaded 
Burke. I always knew that in England 
they put perjured witnesses on the stand, but 
I never thought it was done in America.”’ 

A buzz of whispered conversation filled the 
court-room at the close of the speeches by 
the pr.soners. Judge McConnell leaned for- 
ward on his desk as though in the act of 
writing. Oues or twice be consulted Clerk 
Lee. but to all appearances he seemed oblivi- 
ous of the intense feelings of those in the 
immediate vicinity. Tus eyes of the prison- 
ers were focused on the Judge, while Attor- 
neys Wing, Donahoe, and Forrest sat im- 
passive and apparently helpiess. Their share 
in the proceedings had been finished, and the 
whole issue now was narrowed down be- 
tween Judge and prisoners. 

SENTENCE PASSED AT LAST. 

Let the defendants rise,“ said the Judge, 
and immediately the three prisoners were on

Martin Burke, you have been found guilty of 
the crime of murder and it only remains for 
this court to pronounce the sentence imposed 
upon you by the jury.

Upon the 1. — looking 
at them, be could not swear that Kunze was one 
of those men. [am certain that whatever the 
jury may have believed about Coughlin’s connec- 
tion with this conspiracy, that they had no right 
to be more positive about Kunze’s appearance at 
the saloon that night than Niemann was himself. 
Save only the fact Kunze when living down 
on the th Side remarked to a man named 
Carroll that he would like to see one 
of the newspapers, and Carroll wanted 
to know why, and he said: “I under- 
stand they want to arrest me in the Cronin case,“ 
there would be no other testimony against bim. 

I think, so far as the verdict with reference to 
Kuaze is concerned, that it was not only not war- 
ranted by the evidence, but that it is an absurd- 
ity in itself, and I will give him a new trial. 

As to the other men I sball overrrie the mo- 
tion for a new trial, believing that they have ha’ 
a fair trial. 

Counsel for the defendants for whom a new 
trial was denied then took exceptions to the 
overruling of the motion, and presented a formal 
motion in arrest of judgment, which motion was 
overruled by the court, and exceptions taken, 

The prisoners were then senténced. 

The question of how much time the court 
would allow for the preparation for a bill of ex- 
ceptions was then discussed, and without any 
material difference between counsel as to what 
was reasonable in the matter the court fixed the 
time at sixty days. 

BAIL, FIXED FOR KUNZE, 


The defendants were then remanded to jail, 
and court was about to adjourn when Mr. Dona- 
hoe suddenly revollected that in the excitement 
of the moment he nad forgotten to move for the 
discharge of Kunze. Order having been re- 
stored, an argument was made by Mr. Donahoe 
and Mr. Forrest to the effect that under the 
verdict and the frulings of the court 
Kunze could never be convicted under the in- 
dictment in this case. The court said that Mr. 
Longenecker had suggested to him that he 
might have some additional evidence against 
Kunze, and that he desired to have him kept in 
jail for a few days at least. Counsel for defend- 
arts insisted that Kunze was intitied to be re- 
leased on reasonable bail. Mr. Donahoe asked 
that he be released on his own recognizance, 

In reply to a question by the court as to what 
he would think reasonable Mr. Longenecker 
said that he would like to have the bail fixed at 
$20,000, but if be discovered after a few days’ in- 
vestigation t there was no probability of con- 
victing Kunze 6n a trial hereafter he would ap- 
prise the counsel for defendants of that conclu- 
sion and consent that Kunze should go on his 
own recognizance. Mr. Donahoe said he thought 
that #20, was an excessive amount of bail to be 
required in this case. Mr. Forrest offered to sign 
a bail bond in the sum of $1,000, saying that he 
could not sign a bond for a much larger amount. 
The court angpounced that he would consider 
$5,000 a reasonable amount to be required as bail 
in this case. Mr. Forrest said that he was not 
able to justifyin that amount, not having that 
amount of real property standing in his own 
name in this county, The court responded that 
it was immeterial who ve the bail 
as long as the sureties justified im the required 
amount. In cenclusion the bail was fixed at 
$5,000, and Kunze was remanded until bail should 
be given, Judge Longenecker assuring counsel 
that if he, after a few days’ investigation, bad no 
reason to bold Kunze for a new trial on evidence 
recently brought to his attention, he would no- 
tify Mr. Donaboe and consent that Kunze should 
be released on his own recognizance, 


SUSPICIOUS MANAGEMENT OF A MINE, 


A Transaction in Whieh Chicago and St. 
Louis Stockholders Are Interested. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. 14.—[Special. |—The 
Brownlow Mine is located in Park County, 
Colorado, about fourteen miles from Lead- 
ville. Part of the stock was piaced in Chi- 
cago several years ago. St. Louis was next 
moved upon im March, 1887, and the company 
organized as the Brownlow. Sometime later 
Presicent Batcheider came here and reported 
to the stockhelders that the situation was 
discouraging. Under the influence of these 
reports the St. Louis stockholders gave up 
bope and Denver people bought three- 
fourths of the stock held in St. Louis at 
ruinously low prices. The new Superiatend- 
ent then uncovered a vein of over four feet 
of fine smelting ore, car-loads of which run 
aver $800 to the car. It had been opened and 
then hidden with débris. 

Inquiries have been made, but nv satisfac- 
tion has been given. There are afew stock- 
holders at Chicago and they have demanded 
information, but without anv more success 
than their St. Louis fellow-sufferers. Denver 
parties have 213,500 shares, the control of the 
property, and a plant representing over $200,- 
000 of Chicago money and about $50,000 of 
St. Louis money, in addition to the losses in 
both cities from selling back the stock at less 
than cost. 


PAROCHIAL SCHOOLS MUST PAY TAXES. 


New York's Court of Appeals Hands Down 
an Opinion to That Effect. 

Atpany, N. V., Jan. 14.—[Special.]—The 
Court of Appeals, Judge Earl writing the 
opinion, in a decision today holds that paro- 
chial schools are not exempt from taxation. 
The St. Moniea Church used a building in 
New York as a parish school, and he con- 
tention was that it belonged to the church 
and was exémpt from taxation. The city 
government ‘levied an assessment on it, the 
same as on other real property. The Supreme 
Court held that the assessment was invalid. 
This ruling was reversed by the Court of 
Appeals and the complaint is dismissed. The 
opinion says: 

It cannot be supposed that it was the legisla- 
tive intention that any number of persons could 
come together for some religious purpose and 
set up a school and then claim exemption. Using 
the words religious society” it is most probable 
thatthe lawmakers had in mind some legal 
entity capable as such of taking and holding 
DN popularly known as religious so- 
ciety. e therefore are of the opinion that 
upon the facts found the plaintiff’ was not en- 
titled to the rélief claimed. 


END OF THE UPPER ALTON RACE TROUBLE. 


A Special Scheel District Created by the 
Board for the Colored Children. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. 14—[Special.|—The 
trouble between the colored peopie of Upper 
Alton, III., amd the School Board has quieted 
down. The School Board settied the ques- 
uon by making a new schoo) district which 
embraces the colored people of the village. 
To the school in this new district the colored 
people will be obliged to go. As soon as they 
are prepared to staud the necessary exami- 
nation they will be admitted to the high 
school. Ihe trouble arose over the refusal 
ot the white people of the community to sub- 
mit to tne provisions of the State Constitu- 
tion and the rulmg of the Supreme Court 
and permit the negro children to attend 
school and ocoupy the same rooms with white 
children. There was serious danger that the 
trouble would not be settled without biood- 
shed, for the negroes stand on their right to 
attend the white schools, and the white peo- 
ple armed themselves to resist the efforts of 
the blacks to push their way in.

On 
the other hand, is it not true that sometimes a 
minority of the jurors alone are able to resist 
public clamor and popular prejudice and pre- 
vent their invasion of the jury box? Ian not 
satisfied that the change would be beneficial or 
even safe, The jury system is not so perfect it 
cannot be improved. Means should be devised 
to place more intelligence and more knowl 
of business and of law in the jury box than is o 
tained under our present system. If we were 
searching for inexperience in and. ignorance of 
the duties required of jurors we could nardly 
hope to find a better plan to secure them than we 
now have. 

The President also decried the present sys- 
tem of the courts, occasioning so great delay 
in the adjudication of litigation, and sug- 
gested that terms be divided into shorter 
periods that more return days may be had; 
and for the Supreme Court he suggests its 
location in Springfield at all times and that 


sufficient salaries be paid the Judges to ena 
ble them to reside there during their terms 
of office. . 

At the afternoon session John H. Hamline 
of Chicago explained the work of the Na- 
tional Bar Association. Letters were read 
from such eminent jurists as Judges Thom 
son of St. Louis, Gary of Chicago, John F. 
Dillon of New York, 8. F. Miller of the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court, and John M. 
Thurston of Omaha favoring a change in the 
Constitution of the State doing away with 
the requirement of the unanimity of juries. 

„ Unanimity of Juries” was the topic of an 
interesting paper by Sigmund Zeisier of the 
Chicago bar. Among other things he said: 

The method of making up jury lists and sup- 
plying the different courts with jurors, though it 
has recently been somewhat reformed in our 
State, is far from satisfactory; the material of 
men we usually get on juries is far below that 
standard of intelligence which the nature 
of many of the cases submitted to them 
seems to require: the practice of summon 
talesmen by special venire is vicious in itsel 
and a powerful aid to those who — —— the ort 
of jury packing: the rules regarding competency 
for jury service, and 9 those disqualify- 
ing persons who have form or expressed an 
opinion based upon information other than 
original evidence. are, in these times of rapid 
and easy disseminaticn of news, an absurd an- 
achronism, a positive to the spirit of 
the age and a reproach to the civilization of the 
country. 

There is no doubt that the verdict finally ren- 
dered in the Cronin case was not in ascordance 
with the conviction of a single one of the twelve 
jurors. Eleven men vo for hanging, the 
twelfth man for acquittal; still on the polimg of 
the jury each juror was compelled to prostitute 
his solemn oath by the declaration that the ver- 
dict rendered was his verdict. | 

The absurdity of the requirement of unanimity 
consists in the fact that it gives one single mind 
equal weight with tnat of eleven, its unsound- 
ness in the fact that eleven honest and intelli- 
gent men may be defeated by one fool or crank; 
its moral deficiency on its constantly holding 
oat a premium to the professional jury-fixer. 
An investigation into the history of the rule of 
unanimity demonstrates the fact that the vor- 
dict of juries on English soil was originally not 
required to be unanimous. The requirement of 
unanimity grew out of the anomaly of having the 
characters of jurors witnesses urited in the 
same persons. There is not a single country 
e of the earth, except En- 
gland and the United States of Americ 
which the verdicts of jurors acted 
animous.

CLARK AND MAMER APPOINTED. 

The President yesterday ended in good 
part the long period of controversy and un- 
certainty over the Federal offices in this city 
by sending in to the Senate the name of 
Jonn M. Ciark for Collector of the Port and 
of Chris Mamer as Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue. A few offices of less importance, such 
as the <Appraisership, Sub-Treasurership. 
etc., still remain unfilled. Mr. Clark was 
not the firat choice of the Chicago Senator, 
although a good friend of his. Mr. Farwell 
Submitted the name of Wilham J. Campbell 
for the position, who was aiso strongly in- 
norsed by many leading citizens; but, not 
getting him, the Senator is as well satisfied 
with Mr. Clark as any other man that could 
be named. The President undoubtedly as- 
certained that fact before making the ap- 


polntment. But the President had deter- 


mined before the matter ever came before 
him that de would appomt a business-man 
as Collector. Therefore when Mr. Camp- 
bell was suggested to him he found himself 
in adilemma. He recognized in Mr. Camp- 
beli every qualification for the place except 
the one which he had predetermined was 
essential. It is believed that his feeling 
toward Mr. Campoell was such that he was 
on more than one occasion on the verge of 
yi¢lding his own ideas and appointing him, 
Had Campbell been a merchant, and nota 
lawyer, he would be holding the office now. 
Finally, however, President Harrison de- 
cided to adhere to his original convictions 
and to choose a business-man. Of the few 
whom he believed best fitted for the place 
some were importers and were unwilling to 
abandon their business to become eligible. 
There was nothing to disqualify Mr. Clark, 
on whom the President's choice finally 
settled, and who will hold the of- 
fice for the next four years, for the 
Senate will confirm him without hesitancy. 
He has long been prominently identified with 
the business interests of the city, and during 
his service in the Council he showed that he 
was a good citizen and a man who can be 
trusted. Always asteadfast Republican, and 
once the nominee of his party for Mayor, he 
has never been identified with any particular 
wing ot it, and no faction can say that it nas 
been ill-treated or favored by his choice. No 
fault was found with Mr. Cleveland’s Collect- 
or, Mr. Seeberger, and there is every reason 
to believe Mr. Harrison will be equally fort- 
unate in his selection. 

Mr. Mamer was the person originally rec- 
ommended to the President for the place he 
has been chosen tofill. A strong fight was 
made against him, but Congressman Mason, 
who was his chef backer, was able to con- 
vince the President that the charges against 
him lacked foundation. 

It was understood that the President de- 
sired to select a man from the German ele- 
ment of the Republican party for Collector of 
Internal Revenue, and Mr. Mamer was finally 
chosen as the representative of that element, 
as it was found impossible to pick out any 
other member of that nationality who had 
the powerful backing he had. Mamer was 
also specially fortunate in having for a friend 
Congressman Mason, who fought for him 
with bulldog tenacity. Mamer is a man of 
decided ability and can make the best Col- 
lector that has been in the office for years. 
He has promised his friends that he will be a 
model officer, and there is every reason to 
believe he will try to keep his word. 

There has been a good deal of party grum- 
bling at the delay in filling these places so 
long after the terms of their Democratic in- 
cumbents had expired. It undoubtedly ex- 
cited dissatisfaction among the local politi- 
cians, but that will soon disappear, more 
especially if the remaining Federal positions 
are speedily filled by as good men. Ali is 
well that ends well. 


HOW THE SUGAR DUTY SHOULD BE RE- 
DUCED. 

The Charleston (S. C.) News and dur 
claims there was only one Southern man“ 
among the witnesses or lobbyists who ap- 
peared before the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee to protest against a reduction of the du- 
ties on raw sugar—Warmoth of Louisiana. 
It affirms that the Louisiana sugar-planting 
interest is now largely in the h@@ads of North- 
ern capitalists. Are these ments in- 
tended to explain why it was Louisiana 
gave 54,300 majority for the kind of tariff 
revision exemplified in the Mills bill, which 
cut heavily into the protection enjoyed by 
planters and dealt tenderiy with that of 
the Democratic Havemeyer refiners’ trust, 
which contributed generously to the Cleve- 
land campaign fund? Whether this be 
true or not, it was certainiy the part 
of wisdom for the planters to send to 
Washington any Northern men belonging 
to their number and to enlarge as much as 
possible on the investment of Northern cap- 
ital in the sugar plantations in Louisiana. The 
planters of Southern nativity who had stood 
by their party when it proposed to cut duties 
on raw sugar and at the same time protect 
the high bounty of the Havemeyer refinery 
trust were hardly in a position to exercise 
great influence with a Republican tariff com- 
mittee. It was well for the Southern free- 
trade planters who at the demand of party 
voted against their own protecuon but in 
favor of the Sugar-Trust ‘bounty to remain 
at home while they sent to Washington all 
the Republicans and Northern men who are 
interested in growing sugar-cane.

A direct 
bounty would be equally fair, however, 
to sugar producers of all kinds and 
in all sections, and would mean 
simply that sugar consumers would be 
‘evied on only for the amount needed to sus- 
tain an abortive. unprofitable home industry, 
and not be taxed, as at present, on fifteen 
ounces of foreign sugar for every one pro- 
duced in this country. But the Louisiana 
planters object to a direct bounty, however, 
through fear that the people woud not 
endure the tax in that form and that farmers 
who sell grain, meat, eggs, butter, milk, 
cheese, and garden truck at low prices 
would soon de demanding iargesses from 
tne Treasury also, and insist that they were 
as much entitied to them as though they 
cultivated sugar-cane. This may be true, 
and if diréct bounties are to be rejected on 
that ground there is nothing lett but to re- 
duce the sugar duty to about the average of 
the tariff and prefer the interest of the 
65,000,000 consumers to that of a handful of 
producers, whether they live North or South, 
and whether they cultavate beets in Califor- 
nia or Kansas or sugat-cane in Louisiana. 

If the duty on sugar were cut down one- 
half there would still be 40 per cent of pro- 
tection to the handful of planters engaged in 
the business, and that is nearly equal to the 
average of the tariff, while the relief the re- 
duction would give to the consumers would 
not fall much short of forty millions of dol- 
lars, as the middlemen’s charges on the 
tariff tax, called the incidence of taxation, 
would also be reduced one-half. 


HOW TO ACCOMMODATE THE WEST-SIDERS. 

There has tor some time been an urgent de- 
mand on the West Side for more street-cars 
during the morning and evening rush hours. 
The company will not put them on because 
if it did it would have to pay the conductors 
and drivers for a whole day, while they would 
work for only a part of one, it being its 
agreement with the men that so many hours 
shall make a day’s work, and that nobody 
shall get less than a full day’s wages. The 
Council was appealed to and a committee 
was appointed to negotiate between company 
and men. The former agreed to put on 200 
extra cars if allowed to give the men who 
ran them something’ less than a full day’s 
pay. To this the men would not agree, stat- 
ing that they doubted the good faith of the 
company, and that it could make satisfactory 
arrangements without skimping the men’s 
compensation. 

The committee therefore reports to the 
Council as follows: 


Your committee feels that it is not its province 
to enter into any controversy between employer 
and employé, and therefore reports that nothing 
can be done by your committee in the way of 
negotiations to secure the needed inarease of 
cars upon the various lines; feeling, however, 
that the franchises granted so tairiy imply full 
and adequate accommodations for the traveling 
public that such need cannot be ignored without 
endangering the railroad company’s franchise, 
we recommead the passage of an ordinance to 
be drawn by the law department compelling tne 
several street railway companies to furnish ade- 
* accommodations to the traveling public at 

times. 


Ia view of the fact that more cars are 
needed on. the West Side, where during cer- 
tain hours of the day the passengers are 


| packed like sardines—the company itseif ad- 


mits more cars should be run—the duty of the 
Council is plain. It should order that more 
cars be put on the lines where needed, at the 
bours when there is the greatest demand for 
them. Tne ordinance granting the right of 
way to the West Side company says: 

The Common Council shall have the power at 
all times to make such lations as to the rate 
ofs and time of running said cars as the 
publio safety and cen may require. 

In 1869 the company Was not attending to 
ite business, and the Council passed an ordi- 
nance directing it to run cars every three 
minutes on Randolph street. Similar orders 
were given for the Madison, Blue Island, and 
other lines. They wers obeyed. It was the 
custom of the same company up to 1874 to 
stop runumg its cars by midnight. The 
Council ordered that all-night cars be run, 
and it was obeyed. 

There is therefore no necessity for the 
Council meddling in the private affairs of 
the company and its men. All it need do is 
to pass an ordinance direcung that cars be 
run on whatever lines it deems neces- 
sary, a minute apart between half-past 4 and 
half-past 6, and providing suitable penalties 
in case of disobedience... The company will 
immediately find some way to run those ex- 
tra cars without having a rumpus with its 
men. It is in no hurry to put them on at 
present, because it thinks it carries just 
as many passengers without them at less 
expense. The Council is the master of the 
situation unless—what has sometimes hap- 
pened—the West Side company, owing to its 
judicious liberajity, is the master of the Al- 
dermen. 


THE SCHOOLMARMS WELL ENOUGH PAID. 

In an article yesterday in reference to the 
equally mischievous efforts which the poli- 
ticians and Ultramontanes on the one hand 
are making to cripple tne public schools, and 
fool friends on the other hand to shove up 
salaries which are quite high enough, it was 
stated that the school teachers worked 1,200 
hours a year. That was crediting them with 
more labor than they actually perform. The 
school year, deducting holidays, is only 89 
weeks each of five days, and each day of five 
hours. That would make only 975 hours. 
But there are further holiday deductions to 
be made—Thanksgiving-Day and the Friday 
which follows it, Good Friday, Washington’s 
birthday, and Decoration-Day. J 

After a few years’ service the school- 
marm is paid $775 a year for work which 
does not call for inteliectual ability of a high 
order. Patience and tact’ are the qualities 
most needed. She receives for every work- 
ing hour 80 cents. This is far in excess of 
the average pay of men. The policeman re- 
ceiving $1,000 a year and putting in his 3,385 
hours a year is paid at the rate of 29 cents 
an hour. The mechanic, who is lucky enough 
to get $775 a year, gets from 25% to 31 cents 
an hour according as he works eight or ten 
bours a day. The femsle cashier or book- 
keeper who gets about $520 a year and works 


marm’s five gets less than 20 cents an hour 
for her labor.

HOW TOSTOP THE EXPORT TAX ON COFFEE. 
The Philadelphia Record (Dem.) ob to the 
World's 8 the removal of the tariff 
on coffee by this country and the adding of an 
export 2 to the same amount leave 
it mers was—with the 
exception that consu a 17 N fed 
now pay the duty into the 
stead of our own Treasury. Tr te —.— * 
Brazil controls the world's eames market. That 
country produces halt or more than half of all 
the coffee grown in the world. Production there 
is so easy and that Brazil sets the price 
and growers elsewhere conform to it. These are 
facts which any well-informed coffee merchant 
could have given the editor of the Arcord had he 
made proper inquiry. New Fort World (Dem.). 


The moment the United States took off the 
duty on coffee Brazil clapped on an export tax, 
and ever since then the Treasury of that 
country has been- collecting from American 
consumers eight million dollars a year which 
should either stay in American pockets or go 
into the American Treasury. In spite of 
what the World says about Brazil controlling 
the world's coffee market, the foray of that 
country on American coffee-drinkers could 
have been stopped long ago if Congress had 
had a grain of sense. 

If the moment Brazil imposed that export 
duty Congress had passed a law declaring 
that all coffee goming from that country 
should pay a duty equal to that tax, but that 
the coffee produced where noexport duty was 
levied should come m free, and providing 
further that as Brazil lowered its duty the 
American tariff should drop, so that if 
one disappeared the other vanished, the 
result would have been an enormous stimu- 
lus to the growing of coffee in the Central 
American States, in Venezuela and other 
South American republics, and in Hayti, 
Santo Domingo, and elsewhere in the West 
Indies. It would not have been long before 
the supremacy of Brazil would have been 
threatened, and the Government of that 
country, seeing its coffees were being re- 
placed in the market by those of competing 
nations, would have begun cutting down its 
unjust tax or repealed it altoge ther. 

Where a country has an absolute monopoly 
of a product a differential duty such as that 
suggested above is useless, but where, as in 
the case of coffees, the area of cultivation is 
not limited differential duties provoke im- 
mediate competition and produce the most 
satisfactory results, If the Committee on 
Ways and Means, instead of listening to 
men who want higher taxes imposed for 
their selfish purposes would draft and sub- 
mit a bill authorizing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to méte out to Brazii the same 
measure she metes out to this country it 
would do something which would soon re- 
duce the expenses of the peobie eight mill- 
ion dollars a year by stopping this needless 
transfer of American dollars into Brazilian 
pockets.

A RANSOM BILL. 
Senator Gorman has introduced in the 
Senate a bill to Day the City of Frederick, in 
Maryland, the sum of $200,000, that being the 
amount which the municipality advanced to 
Gen. Jubal Early during the war to ransom 
the place from millage. Gorman holds that 
the Federal Goverument was bound to save 
Maryland from Rebel invasion, and when it 
failed to do so is pecuniarily liable for the 
consequences! If this be true it would follow 
asa matter of that Maryland owes the 
United States all ie amounts expended in 
keeping her in the Union and should pay 
damages for every soldier she contributed to 
the Rebel army. Maryland had w be heavily 
garrisoned from the North to prevent her 
going off in the secession movement and 
she was kept in the Union be 
cause pinned down by Federal bayo- 
nets. Yet Gorman, himself a secession 
sympathizer, holds that the Federal Govern- 
meat must pay Maryland municipalities for 
damages inflicted on them by the Rebels and 
reimburse them for the amounts which they 
advanced to aid the Confederate cause. The 
Government did its full duty by the Union- 
ists of Maryland in expelling the Rebels as 
soon as possible and in compensating Union 
men for vroperty taken to aid the Union 
forces, but it has never before been proposed 
to make it liable for damages caused by the 
insurgents. A good many Treasury sur- 
pluses could be used upin that way. Mar 
land herself could take a surplus or two, and 
the Virginias, Kentucky, Missouri, and Ten- 
nessee could make still more formidable de- 
mands. Gorman, with his scheme for pay- 
ing from the Federai Treasury all the dam- 
age caused by the Rebel army, would prove 
a greater “surplus buster than Tanner ever 
dreamed of being, even though his plan 
should be limited to tne States that wanted 
to secede but couldn't. If, however, such 
damages should be paid in all the Southern 
States it would be necessary for the Govern- 
ment to assume the burden of another Na- 
tional debt bigger than the one it is paying 
off. No such doctrine has been countenanced 
by Congress or any branch of the Govern- 
ment, unless verhaps by the Pension Bu- 
reau, Which is noted for peculiar and loose 
practices. That bureau has allowed pen- 
sions to soldiers of previous wars who gave 
‘aid and comfort“ to the Confederates dur- 
ing the Rebellion, provided they would swear 
that they did not do so voluntarily.“ So, 
doubtiess, the people of Frederick could 
claim. that the $200,000 subscription which 
they made for Jubal Early was not a vol- 
untary” contribution, but like the Rebel 
pensioners on the roll they gave in- 
voluntary aid and comfort” to the Rebel 
cause. If so it was their misfortune and not 
the fault of the Federal Government.

ECLIPSE OF THE NEW. YORK ie 

The usually cheerful and genial New York 
Sun, which claims to shine for all, has gone 
under a dense, dark cloud, all on account of 
the Australian system of voting—a system 
devised to reform the ballot by cutting off 
the opportunities for ballot-box stuffing and 
swindling. Locking eastward the- Sun finds 
a Democratic majority of 10,000 In Boston, 
laboriously built up since 1873, knocked into 
a cocked hat by the Australian system at one 
stroke, It looks on in a dazed and grieving 
manner at the first results of honest voting 
and a purified franchise, and warns Demo- 
crats all over to beware of this new- 
fangiea contrivance” which is taking 
the place of the good old wmeth- 
ods of Tammany and sknockmg out 
Democratic majorities. It warns the bum- 
mers and the heelers that their occupation 
will be gone H this Australian contrivance 
comes into general use and honest elections 
and an untainted ballot-box are permitted. 
That immaculate representative of political 
purity, the saloon Governor of New York, 
and that other spotiess cherub of the Democ- 
racy, Boss Gorman of Maryland, are also 
lifting up their voices and wailing over the 
prospects of honest elections opening up 
with the Australian system. The future 
seems very dark to them unless they can 
knock out the “ new-fangied contrivance ” 
and return to the old system of fine work at 
the polis.

FREE SCHOOL BOOKS. 

Gov. Campbell of Ohio, in his inaugural 
address, touchés upon some practical ques- 
tions, among them that of cheap school 
books, and recommends some such system 
as that which is in operation in Indiana. ~ He 
says: 

The State builds school- py rovides 
teachers, and controls every detail ucation 
save the furnishing of books. Is “44 any sound 
reason why it should not assume this function 
also? Recent experience in the State of Indi- 
ana shows that school books equal to those in 
use here are, delivered to the children of that 
State at W to 50 per cent of their former cost. 
Other States Have tried the experiment with ap- 
parent success. It seems to be an assured fact 
that school books can be furnished, either by 
direct publication of the State or by contract on 
bebaif of the State, at less than present prices. 


The new Governor is probably correct in 
the position which he takes, and that there 
is a necessity for radical reform in the meth- 
ods of supplying school books to pupils, not 
only in Ohio, but in IIlinois and other States. 
Of course even under State supervision 


of some of the abuses which exist now, but 
legislative scrutiny and the public character 
of the new method would have a tendency 
to secure fair dealing all round, and books 
would most certainly be furnished more 
cheaply than they are now. The collusion 
between schaoi board rings and favored 
publishers would at least be rendered im- 
possible, and this would be a great point 
gained. How great only those who are on 
the inside kuow. The question at least is 
worth very careful and serious considera- 
tion.

Tun New York Bulletin makes the sug- 
gestive point that current reports of mer- 
cantile failures convey a false impression 
when compareu with the records for former 
years. The reason is that the ground is 
covered much more thoroughly now than it 
used to be, Account is taxen of the collapse 
of small concérns which early in the present 
decade would have been passed by unno- 
ticed. The result is that the commercial 
disasters of today, in the aggregate, are ex- 
aggerated. Twenty years ago the books of a 
certain agency contained only 427,000 names. 
The number of firms doing the class of busi- 
ness of which cognizance was then taken has 
certainly not iacreased more than 70 per cent, 
or at the samo rate as the population. This 
would give about 727,000 names, instead of 
which the number noted is 1,100,000, or some 
50 per cent more than it ought to beon the 
basis of twenty years ago. The comparison 
is all the more illusive because a consider- 
able proportion of the smali and weak firms 
now taken into the account go down every 
year, whether, times are good or bad, while 
the more substantial onés only failin trying 
years. And the smaller ones affect but little 
the current of business, in comparison with 
the others. Hence a mere tally of the num- 
ber is no longer of much account, and itis 
suggested that a valuable improvement 
might be made by dividing up firms into sev- 
eral.classes, the number of failures in each 
being specified. The proportion of small 
firms that went out of business last year 
was especially large, and thé comparison 
correspondingly unfavorable as against the 
real facts, which probably were not so.

Western correspondents of Eastern papers 
° seem to have an extremely limited vocabulary,” 
eaid F. P. Baker of Topeka, Kas., who fora 
quarter ofa century was the editor of the Com- 
monwealth. “With the newspaper correspond- 
ents every breeze is a cyclone; every flurry of 
snow a blizzard. Those are the only two words 
‘they seem to have to describe wind and snow. 
They say we have bad a blizzard and a cyclone 
in Kansas. We have bad neither. [left Topeka 
Sunday and there were four inches of snow 
which had fallen as gently as any snow you ever 
saw. That wusas near as we cawe to having a 
blizzard. Notrain bas been delayed more than 
four or five hours, and nearly all the trains have 
been on time all the while. 

Those same dis patches told how a train - load 
of provisions on the way to starving farmers in 
Stephens County was snowbound and of the 
dire results that were sure to follow. Now, that 
isas big an exaggeration as the cyclone story. 

_ here are some peopie in Western Kansas who 
are short of provisions, Every year since I have 
been in the State there have been such peopie 
somewhere on the frontier. Topeka has just 
sent a train-load of corn and other grain, and 
possibly it was delayed 2 a few hours by this 
snow. But there isn’t much material there on 
which to build a sensation of starving farmers. 
Kansas has so much corn that she doesn’t know 
what to do with u. If some section wants 
es few train-loads they will get it, and 
the people who send it will be but a few dollars 
poorer, as prices are now. Kansas farmer 
isn’t in at all bad shape. He has a crop of corn 
that is almost unprecedented. To be sure, he is 
tting low prices for it, but he has got so much 
— can afford to take low prices. There is hardly 
a farmer in the State who is miore than ten miles 
“from a reilroad. I- can remember of raising 
wheat in Michigan and hauling it fifty miles to 
market and getting 50 cents a bushel for it. The 
doliar one had to work that hard to earn would 
pot buy any more than the Kansas farmer's doi- 
lar wili today. 
“Prohibition? I fought prohibition for years. 
It was adopted in spite of my best efforts, and I 
have now seen it work. Let me tell you, 32 
will never go back to the open saloon. If the 
question were resubmitted today prohibition 
would have a majority of 50,000 votes. a

GHOST OF. THE BEHEADED CONDUCTOR. 


A Bmployes. of a Night Train on the Lake 


Erie & Western Thoroughly Terrified. 

Finpiay, O., Jan. 14.—/Special.|—Train- 
men on the Lake Erie & Western railroad 
between Findlay and Fostoria are greatly 
disturbed over what they claim is the ghost 
of a dead freight conductor. The conductor 
was killed one night last November, about 
eight miles east of this city, py his train 
breaking inte two sections in such a man- 
ner that he was throwa to the track from 
the car on which he was standing and be- 
headed by the wheels before the train could 
be controlled. 

This accident occurred near the little town 
of Arcadia, at a point where dense woods 
nearly arch the track above the rails, and 
here it is, the trainmen assert, the ghost of 
the mutilated conductor—who was known in 
life as Jimnie Welsh—makes its ap- 
pearance nearly every night as 
the midnight train going west from 
Sandusky reaches the spot where Welsh 
met his fate. The engineer and other offi- 
cials of the train say that when these woods 
are reached an object looking like a headless 
man comes walking slowly out toward the 
track with a lantern in its hand which it 
waves backward and forward, as if search- 
ing for something. The trainmen are posi- 
tive that it is the ghost of Welsh hunting for 
the head which was severed from the body by 
the car-wheels. They insist that this object 
is plainly visible until tne engine passes by, 
when the phantom siqwly turns and fades 
away among the trees. 

Two crews have already abandoned this 
run and have been transferred to other 
divisions of the road on account of this al- 
leged ghost; and the engineer who brought 
this train through last night was so terrified 
over encountering this headiess conductor 
that when he reached this city it was with 
difficulty that he was persuaded to stay on 
his engine until relieved at Lima. He said 
to Tue TRIBUNE correspondent that he would 
not pass through another such experience 
for any sum of money. No other trains are 
annoyed by this ghostly conductor, but tbis 
is explained by the fact that no other crew 
passes the spot where poor Welsh lost his 
life at the time of night when he was decapi- 
tated by the wheels of his train. The story 
has thoroughly alarmed all the empioyés of 
the road, and unless the spirit of Jimmie 
Welsh is appeased in some way this mid- 
night train will have to be abandoned. 


CRAZED BY RELIGIOUS EXCITEMENT. 


Mrs. Silvia Ralph of Alabama Suddenly 
Becomes a Raving Maniac. 

BinmineuaM, Ala., Jan. 14.— [Special.] 
Silvia Ralph, a middle-aged woman, became 
so wrought Up with religious frenzy while 
listening toa sermon in Loundes County a 
few days since that she became a raving 
maniac. Asensational preacher came into the 
neighborhood recently and the Ralph woman 
went togiear him preach. She became more 
and more enthusiastic, and, finally springing 
to her feet, she seized a hymn-book, dashed it 
into the minister's face, threw her arms 
around a man sitting near her, and created 
a general uproar. She has since been 80 vio- 
lent that it is necessary to keep her bound 
with ropes. Her husband passed through 
this city with her today en route to the State 
Insane Asylum at Tuscaloosa,

YATES’ BUDGET OF GOSSIP. | 


SOCIAL AND POLITICAL HAPPENINGS 
IN ENGLAND’S METROPOLIS. 


Albert Edward Preference for Partridge 
Shooting as Against Fanerals—Disposi- 
tion of the Late Empress Augusta’s Re- 
tate—“Collars and COaffs’” Laborious 
Pleasure Tour in India—Litigation Over 
the Savernake Estate—News from the 
World of Art and Literature. 

[New York Tribune Cable.1 

LONDON, Jan. 18.—The decision of the Prince 
of Wales not to go to Berlin to the funeral of 
the Empress Augusta caused much surprise, 
to say thé least, but his Highness preferred 
to conclude his visit to Baron Hirsch at Mer- 
ton, where there was a prodigious slaughter 
of partridges. The Empress Augusta had 


great partiality for everything French. 


French was the language in which she usual- 
ly conversed with her daughter, the Granda 
Duchess of Baden. She always had a French 
reader, and she has even been accused of 
having too strong sympathy with the French 
people—that unpardonable sin of the German 
political gospel. It was a matter of course 
that the Empress Augusta would be- 
queath the bulk of her large fortune to 
her daughter, the Grand Duchess of Baden, 
who is now wealthy, as she inherited 6,000,000 
marks from her father, the late Emperor 
William. The hereditary Grand Duke of 
Baden has no children, so the fortune of the 
Grand Duchess will ultimately pass to her 
daughter, the Crown Princess of Sweden. 
The Empress has left a considerable sum to 
her grandson. Prince Henry of Prussia. The 
disposal of Babelsberg was the item in tne 
will of the Empress which excited most in- 
terest. This beautiful estate was the private 
property of the late Emperor William, who 
bequeathed it to his widow, and she left 11 to 
her grandson, the present Emperor, to his 
great delight, as he has always de n fond of 
Babelsberg, which will probably become the 
summer residence of the imperial family. 


AN OLD RETAIN #R’S FUNERAL. 

The death of MacDonald, an old servant of 
the Prince of Wales, at Sandringham the 
other day gave the Prince an opportunity of 
showing his usual kindness to servants and 
subordinates. He and Prince George attend- 
ed che funeral, and wreaths from various 
members of the royal family were laid upon 
the coffin. MacDonald had been in the serv- 
ice of the Prince Consort before he went to 
the Prince of Wales. He had been para- 
lyzed for some years and unabie to work. 
But the Prince gave him a cottage and pen- 
sion, and when the Queen went to Sandring- 
bam last year she paid him a Visit. 

THE BABY KING OF SPAIN. 

The life of the little King of Spain has 
always been considered by every one about 
him to be precarious. He inherited all the 
weakness of his father’s constitution, which 
was brought on by dissipation and folly, and 
the circumstances of his birth did not tend 
to improve his health. He is described by 
those who have seen him as a nervous, ir- 
ritable child, and ugly. He has no hair on 
his head, nor any eyebrows nor eyelashes. 
His mother is a plain woman, and he inberits 
the plain looks of the 1 trom ber. 
The eldest daughter, called Mercedes, af ter 
the fatner’s first wife, is a bright, 2 
and intelligent girl of 9, with a great deal of 
her grandmother Queen Isabella's vivacity. 
It is said that Queen Christina bas always 
had a présentiment that rome evil fortune 
would follow the little King, and since his 
birth he has hardly ever been out of her 
sight. 

LOSS OF A GREAT COLLECTION. 

King Leopold’s collection of maps and his 
geographical, library were destroyed by the 
fire at Laeken. The collection of maps was 
probabiy the finest in the world, The library 
contained 7,000 volumes, and mcluded manu- 
seript works of Sir Walter Raleigh, the or- 
iginal edition of the letters of Capt. Cook, 
and the editio princeps in Spanish of the re- 
ports of Columbus.

CATHOLICS AND THE INDIANS. 


Why Morgan ts Assaiied—No Union of 
Charch and State—Let Each Sect Sup- 
port Its Own Parochial Schools, 

St. Louis Central Baptist: It is known to our 
readers that Dr. T. J. Morgan has been ap- 
pointed Commissioner of Indian Affairs, The 
Catholics of this country are making a most 
determined effort to defeat bis confirmation. 
The Catholic World of this city speaks of the 
sentiments of the Catholics in the foliowing 


words: 

Every effort possible should be made by Catho- 
lues to prevent the confirmation of Morgan to the 
post of Indian Commissioner. His confirmation 
means the destruction of Ostholicity among the 
redmen. The danger is imminent and pressing. 
Let Catholics bestir themselves to defeat 
the man whose aim is to destroy the faith 
amongst Catholic Indians. Let them see that 
the Senators who represent them just as much 
at other American citizens vote against the pre. 
concerted effort of a blinded bigot to strangle 
Catholic interests in the Indian missions. Mor- 
gans plan is spacious and insidious. He pro- 
poses to place the Indian schools upon the same 
basis as the public schools, This seems to ap 
peal to the American sense of justice—no favor 
to any sect or denomination. . .. This man 
would do this out of sheer hatred to Catholicity. 
Is he for an instant to be tolerated? 

Now, what are the facts in the case? 

There are two classes of Indian schools, 
those maintained directly by the Govern- 
ment and those carried on by contract be- 
tween the Government and various religious 
bodies. The total amount awarded to con- 
tract schools was in 1886 $174,519, and in 1887 
$309,774, in 1888, $822,824, in 1889, $476,190, and 
for the year ending June, 1890, $506,994. 

Ot these sums the Cathohe Church re- 
ceived for the respective years $118,343, $194, - 
635, $281,160, $347,672, and $356,491. From this 
showing it appears that there has been a 
steady increase from year to year in the 
amounts allotted to the Catholic Church, and 
that for the year 1890 the sum appropriated 
to that church is seven-tenths of the whole 
sum allotted to contract schools, leaving 
three-tenths to be divided among all Protest- 
ant bodies. 

The number of pupils enrolled in the Gov- 
ernment schools was for 1887,.9,962;. 1888, 10,- 
178; 1889, 9,660; showing an actual decrease 
in the number enrolled in 1889 as compared 
with the number enrolled in 1887. The num- 
ber of pupils enrolled in contract schools for 
the same years was 4,871, 5,030, and 6,124. 
This showing indicates that the policy of the 
Indian Bureau heretotore seemed to be to 
neglect the Government schools. 

‘hese facts are suggestive and significant: 

1. It is not surprising the Cavholics 
oppose the confirmation of Dr. Morgan. 
They have had so large a slice (seven-tenths) 
of the appropriation to contract schools that 
they are unwilling to rum the risk of losing 
any part of it. 

2. Dr. Morgan in his official capacity has 
nothing whateyer to do with Catholics or 
Protestants, and if his appointment means, 
as the Catholic World would ave us believe, 
the destruction of Catholicity among the 
red men, then it is evident that the Catholics 
are trying to establish p>: comely among the 
Indians by aid of. the Goyernment—to form 
a union between Church State, which is

opposed to and destru e of the very 
foundation principles of otr Government. 

3. We believe the principle of contract 
schools is wrong—they Have no right to ex- 
istepce. Every religious organization should 
conduct its own missionary operations inde- 
pendent of the State. The acceptance of 
Governoment aid is a compromise of the pris - 
ciple of “no union between Church and 
State.” When evangelical Christians accept 
such aid they place taemselves upon the 
same platform as the Catholics, who will 
claim the lion’s share,“ if not all, of every 
S This present opposition to 

r. 
this statement. The best way to settle this 
whole matter is to abolish contract schools 
entirely. 

4. Tnis opposition to Dr. Morgan is the out- 
growth of the antagonism of the Catholics 
to the public schools. The only objection to 
him on the part of the Catholics is he pro- 
poses to place the Indian schools upon the 
same basis as the public schools. Then the 
rejection of Dr. Morgan would mean a blow 
from the United States against our public 
school system. Such arejection would prove 
a boomerang, whose return would work a de- 
strucwon which would make every Catholic 
in the land laugh with delight. 


MES. JAMES BROWN POTTER'S SHOT. 


The Wickedness of New York Society, 
Whose Glass Houses QWentain No More 
Purity thaa the Theater. 

Lonpox, Jan. 12.—Mrs. James Brown Pot- 
ter and the very virtuous Mr. Kyrle Bellew 
were seen just before they sailed for Austra- 
lia on board the Oceana. At first they were 
unwilling to tak about their intentions, 
merely saying that they thought the Ameri 
can press had been unkind and that for busi- 
ness reasons they did not intend to return to 
America at present. 

Mrs. Potter seemed much hurt at the un- 
friendly attitude of her native country. She 
said that society should not frown upon she 
women of the stage (whose most intimate 
associate is Beilew), as it was better to 
strive for an honest living than to be a party 
to society’s general wickedness. She 
thought that New York society shoula not 
throw stones, since it lived in too fragile and 
transparent glass houses itself. She was of 
the opinion that there was as much purity, 
honesty, and good breeding on the stage as 
off, even in the proudest New York man- 
sions. 

Mrs. Potter was “ grieved ” that all her holi- 
day friends had deserted herin her hour of 
need—not of money—but of sympathy. The 
press, she saia, had hounded her for months 
and made insinuations that were utterly ua- 
founded. Mr. Beliew was her friend, and 
but for him she would not have one in the 
world. She did not want to talk of the fut 
ture. She might come to America some day, 
where her efforts to improve the tone of the 
Stage would perhaps not be misunderstood. 

She was sick and disgasted with inter- 
viewing, particularly when conducted by 
women, as they made it a pretext to look at 
her clothes, and then go and write long and 
indelicate articles about her most secret 
garments. Beliew, standing by, frowned 
and urged Mrs. Potter to say nothing more. 
They qaitted London without any notice 
from the local press. Mrs. Potter was ac- 
companied by a nurse and a lady’s maid.

The leading produce markets averaged more 
active yesterday, but the increase of trading on 
‘Change was principally in wheat, The volume 
of trading in that pit was two or three times 
larger than that of Monday, and prices tended to 
a lower range.

It is a result ot a liberal supply 
of hogs at the principal packing points, which 
have had to taken care of and would not 
cure properly in the damp, mild weather unless 
where the best of refrigerating arrangements 
prevail. As aconsequence this souring is met 
with m largest quantity (percentage of the total 
packing) at country poisats, which have poor 
stocks of naturalice of none at all, and no ap- 
“eee n- for making the artificial substahce. 
Several inquires have been received here within 
the last few days from interior packers who 
want to find a market for meats at are 
confessedly tainted more or less because 
they were not properly cured, and it is 
said that some Western packers seem in a fair 
way to lose most of the profit they have made in 
the last couple of years by virtue of special freight 
rates. It is difficult to find a market for the ma- 
terial in this city, as the trade here has some of 
the undesirable stuff of hand, more than is 
usual in what should be midwinter, but is not 
this year. The situation is understood to be 
about the worst that has been experienced since 
the early part of 1874, when the Board of Trade 
held a special meeting to consider the matter 
and appointed an investigating committee to 
hunt out the author of certain reports that were 
alleged to be false but proved to be true. 

The new President of the Chicago Board of 
Trade is generally understood to be a bull on 
wheat, and it is remarkable that the first day of 
his term. of office shouid be distinguished by a 
regular bear raid in that market, There is not 
much doubt as to its being a raid, but opinions 
are divided in regard to its authorship. erhaps 
the most popular idea was that which ascribed it 
to the men who run the bucket-snops. Dame 
Rumor had it that these individuals were squar- 
ing themselves on the deal in readiness for the 
movement against them which some think is to 
be a feature of the new administration. 

The actual supply of wheat has been dimin- 
ished about 300,000 bu by the recent fire in Balti- 
more. 

Beerbohm's figures show that the quantity on 
2 cree sage has increased during last week 
u in wheat and 314,000 bu in corn.
